SAID  A  SOVIET  SCIENTIST

And  sot  the  eosmonaut  is  feeling  fine ••said  to  c«ir  correspondent  active  member 
of  the  Academy  of  Medical  Sciences  T.Y.Berin.  And  this  la  remarkable.  Vhen  we  visited 
for  the  first  tinB»after  man's  first  flight  into  the  cosmos*  I  requested  the  opinions 
of  certain  scientists-  medics*  biologists*  and  by  the  way* cybernetics  specialists* 

reading- - what  can  be  caused  by  overloads  during  blast  off  and  deceleration  and 

maybe  what  can  be  caused  by  the  effects  of  weightlessness  questioning  whether  a  person 
will  be  in  a  condition  to  ccmtrol  tba  cosmic  ship*  The  condition  of  Yuriy  Gagarin  at 
tbs  time  of  flight  compelled  us  to  think*  that  adherents  of  such  opinions  have  under 
estimated  man's  abilities*  Further  investigations  should  have  given  an  answer  to  this 
q^e8tion• 

After  our  first  meeting  about  four  months  have  passed*  Generally  speaking  this 
is  not  a  long  time  *but  during  this  time  was  prepared  and  realized  a  new  remarkable 
flight,  of  which  we  are  all  proud-  the  flight  by  '^erman  Tltorv*  Ohe  greater  collective 
work  of  constructors*  workers*  medics  and*  fihally*  Titov  himself  -  heroic  person  and 
expert  pilot- -  provides  physiologists  with  abundant  material  for  considerations 
and  conclusions* 

The  flight  by  Gagarin  was  a  great  event*  Qagarin  lifted  the  curtain  over  the  world 

of  weightlessness*  in  which  up  to  that - time  no  man  spent  more  than  one  rninuie* 

(A  brief  eoz^ition  of  weightlessnesa  ariginates  at  certain  maneuvers  on  hi^  speed 
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baneeSf  and  orerloads  during  deoaleration  of  coendo  ship  will  jiroduoe  a  catastrophic  situ¬ 
ation  in  the  organisnu 

Titor's  flight  gBTs  us  a  perfectly  clear  answers  at  no  section  of  the  flight  has 

he  at  any  time  felt  a  change  in  the  functions  of  his  orgasism*  the  functions  neTar 

went  beyond  the  limits  of  norml  oscillations* 

Finally*  having  made  seventeen  trips  around  the  Earth*  the  Vostok-2  with  cosmonaut 

2  on  board  covered  a  distance  of  700000  km*  which  corresponds  to  the  distance  of  the 

road  from  the  Earth  to  the  Moon  and  back*  A  remarkable  fact  to  which  special  atten- 

man/ 

tion  is  being  paid*  Titov's  flight  has  proven*  thatVean  without  greater  strain  and 

without  harm  live  under  conditions  of  cosmos - for  a  time  necessary  to  carry  out 

such  a  flight* 

In  meanwhile  we  will  make  no  other  conclusions* 

It  is  still  necessary  to  decode  and  analyze  the  data  of  telemetering  observations* 

Ihe  telemetering  devices  functioned  well«Tbere  are  many  accumulated  data.  They  will 
be  published. 

I*  of  course*  would  like  say  *  that  Judging  by  the  two  flights  of  ships-satel*- 
lltes  with  man  on  board*  Soviet  cosmic  medicine  is  on  the  right  way*  It  developed  re^ 
liable  methods  for  investigating  and  an  excellent  system  for  training  coanonauts* 

It  appears*  that  our  interviews  with  Literaturnaya  Gazeta  (Literature  Journal) 
concerning  cosmic  medicine  have  already  become  a  tradition*  I  think  •  as  dictated  by 
events*-  that  this  continuation  will  be  interesting* 
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
